CHAPTER 16. 
REFUNDING OUTSTANDING COUNTY INDEBTEDNESS. 

s. 1'. 1811. 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section four hundred and three (403) of the 
code relating to funding and refunding outstanding county indebtedness. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State Of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Indebtedness for bridge purposes. That the laW' as it 
appears in section four hundred and three (403) of the code be and the same 
is hereby am~nded by adding to said section, after the word "date", in the 
seventh line of said section, the followinR" words, to wit: 

"In counties containing a city or cities of the first class, the indebtedness 
incurred in the making and repairing of the bridges may be refunded when­
ever such outstanding indebtedness equals or exceeds the sum of five thousand 
($5,000.00) dollars, the tax to pay such bonds and interest to be levied under 
the provisions of section four hundred and six (406) of the code, but only on 
the assessable property in the county outside of the limits of said oity or cities 
of the first class." 
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SEC. 2. In eft'ect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, shall 
take effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Register and 
Leader and Des Moines Daily Capital, newspapers published in Des Moines, 
Iowa.

CHAPTER 17. 
INDIGENT SOLDIERS, BAILORS AND MARINES. 

H. F. 874. 

AN ACT to amend the law as it appears in section[s] four hundred and thirty (430) and four 
hundred and thirty-three (433) of the code, relative to the power and duty of boards of 
lupervisors with regard to indigent soldiers, salbrs and marines. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly oj tlte State oj Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Indigent United States soldiers' and sailors' tax:. That 
the law as it appears in section four hundred and thirty (430) of the code, 
be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the word "Union" in the 
sixth line thereof, and inserting in lieu thereof the words "United States". 

SEC. 2. Burial. That the law as it appears in section four hundred and 
thirty-three (433) of the code be and the same is hereby amended by strik­
ing out the word "the" after the word "during" in the fourth line thel'eof; 
and the word "late" in the fifth line thereof and inserting in lieu' thereof 
the word "any".

OFFICIAL NEWSPAPERS. 

H. F. 180. 

AN ACT to amend the law as It appears III section four hundled and forty-one (441) supple­
ment to the code relating to the number of papers authorized to publish the proceedings 
of the board of supervisors. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly oj the State of Iowa: 

SECTION.!. Newspapers printed in foreign languages. That section 
four hundred and forty-one (441) of the code supplement be amended by 
adding the following words after the word "of" in the last line of said section, 
to wit: 

"And in counties where a newspaper of general circulation is printed in a 
foreign language, the board may, in addition to those already provided for in 
this section, select one of such newspapers as one in which the proceedings 
of the board of supervisors may be published, in a foreign language. and said 
newspaper shall receive the same compensation therefor as is paid the official 
papers of said county for such publication, not exceeding thirty-three and 
one-third (3373) cents per square. Provided that said paper shall have at 
least 600 actual bona fide yearly subscribers residing within said county, and 
shall file a list thereof as provided by law."
